DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  TEN  AZALEAS 

Each  a  vigorous,  easy  to  grow,  free-floweriiig  sort 


Lot  1-A,  PURE  WHITE— Variety  ALBA  INDICA,  large 
single  flower,  profuse  bloomer.  Hardy  as  far 
North  as  New  York.  A  tall  grower,  with  foliage 
distinct  from  all  other  azaleas. 


Lot  3-A,  LIGHT  PINK — Name  unknown,  large  flower, 
clear  light  pink,  a  symmetrical  growing  plant, 
reaching  large  dimensions  when  grown  in  the  open 
along  the  Gulf  Coast.  Blooms  abundantly,  early 
to  mid-season. 


Lot  5-A,  WATERMELON  PINK — As  the  name  implies,  the 
coloring  of  this  azalea  reminds  one  of  a  juicy, 
ripe  watermelon.  It  is  preeminently  the  most 
popular  variety  for  outdoor  planting  in  the  Mo¬ 
bile  territory.  Colored  illustration  on  front  of  this 
folder  is  from  a  photograph  of  the  parent  tree 
growing  near  “Longview”. 


Lot  6-A,  DEEP  ROSE — Name  unknown,  very  similar  to 
Lot  5-A  in  character  of  growth  and  foliage,  but 
flowers  are  slightly  larger  and  blooms  two  weeks 
later  than  the  Watermelon  Pink. 


Lot  S-A,  VIVID  CRIMSON — Variety  PRIDE  OF  DORKING, 
tall  growing,  late  blooming,  a  variety  considered 
one  of  the  best  of  its  color  50  years  ago.  An 
outstanding  brilliant  azalea,  always  in  demand. 


Lot  10-A,  BRICK  DUST  (Burnt  Orange) — Large  single 
flowers,  vigorous  upright  grower,  late  blooming. 
A  popular  and  attractive  color  that  sells  readily 
when  in  flower. 

Lot  11-A,  ORCHID — Name  unknown,  hut  one  of  the  very 
early  blooming,  desirable  varieties  of  exquisite 
orchid  shade.  A  tall  growing  species. 

Lot  12-A,  LAVENDER  PINK — Variety  PHOENICEA,  large 
lavender  pink  flowers,  late  blooming,  very  vigor¬ 
ous  growing.  P'or  outdoor  planting  along  the 
Coast,  this  variety  can  stand  more  sunshine  than 
any  other.  Also  makes  a  good  pot  plant. 

Lot  13-A,  PURPLISH  CARMINE  RED — Variety  OMURA- 
SAKI.  Larger  flowers  than  Lot  12-A,  blooms  rosy 
red  with  purple  hue,  edges  of  petals  slightly 
ruffled.  A  vigorous  growing,  medium-to-late  flow¬ 
ering  variety  with  large  foliage. 

Lot  16-A,  PURE  SALMON — A  large  single  flower,  deli- 
icate  salmon  color,  compact  grower,  and  free 
blooming  habit. 


In  filling  orders  toward  the  end  of  the  shipping  season,  we  reserve  the  right  to  substitute  not  more  than  20%  of  the  total 
order,  with  other  varieties  of  azaleas  than  those  described  above. 

In  such  case,  each  plant  will  be  properly  labeled  and  Will  be  filled  with  our  rarer  indica  varieties  of  azaleas. 

More  than  50  distinct  varieties  of  azaleas  are  propagated  at  “Longview”,  hut  many  of  these  are  too  scarce  and  the 
quantity  on  hand  does  not  justify  marketing  at  wholesale  for  several  years. 


Illustration  on  the  right  is  from  an  actual 
photograph  showing  one  of  the  little  one- 
year-old  azaleas  as  furnished  in  a  special 
collection. 

The  larger  pot  is  the  same  plant  photo¬ 
graphed  twelve  months  later  when  in 
flower;  now  two  years  old.
